Annual Two-day Event 


About 35 interested ratepayers 
of the Town of Vulcan attended 
the annual meeting in the IOOF 
hall Monday evening to discuss the 
.financial statement for the year 
1954 and hear the reports pf the 
chairmen of the various town com¬ 
mittees. 

Robert Munro was elected chair¬ 
man of the meeting and Mrs. Edna 
Farr was named as secretary. 

Discussion of the financial state¬ 
ment was led by the chairman and 
various items were explained by 
the town secretary, Mrs. Farr, and 
by M. R. Morrison, chairman of 
the finance committee. 

Revenue during the year amoun¬ 
ted to $125,585, including a sur¬ 
plus front the previous year of 
S2000 and a profit of $3,375 made 
on the sale of Government of Can¬ 
ada bonds. Total expenditure dur¬ 
ing the year was $116,521, giving a 
total surplus of $9,063 on the years 
operations. 

The waterworks system showed 
f healthy profit for the year, with 
a surplus for the year of $2,175 In 
addition to which the sum of $3,094 
had been provided out of revenue 
for capital expenditures. The de¬ 
benture payment or $9,086 com¬ 
prised of $1,821 principal and 
$4,265 interest was met according 
to schedule. 

The tax statement showed the 
1954 tax levy to be $83,693. Col¬ 
lected in 1954 was $67,553 of the 
current levy and $11,716 of .the 
prior year's arrears. Discounts al¬ 
lowed amounted to $2,790. Uncol¬ 
lected taxes at Dec. 31, 1954, tot¬ 
alled $18,239, which is considered 
to be a comparatively low amount. 

Committee Reports 

Mayor W. D. Allan read the 
Municipal lnspetor’s .report, which 
showed that the town books and 
records were kept in an excellent 
manner. 

Finance 

Councillor M. R. Morrison, in 
his finance .committee report, gave 
comparative figures for 1953 and 
1954 under various headings of 
revenue and expenditure. The 
new. water tower had been erected 
at a cost of $44,500 and the side¬ 
walk construction program had 
cos $27,323. Total debenture in- 
debtende.ss at the "end of 1954 war 
$246,070. He gave some interesting 
comparative figures showng total 
taxes, amounts of school and hos¬ 
pital requisitions, revenue from 
sale of water. totals of unpaid 
taxes and total debenture debt of 
the towns of Macleod, High River, 
Nanton and Vulcan 

Public Works 

Councillor Max Jesse gave the 
report of the public works com¬ 
mittee, which showed that 32 
blocks of sidewalk had been 'built 
under the Local Improvement sch¬ 
eme at a cost of $27,323 and addi¬ 
tional sidewalk work has been 
done at a cost of $7,611. Three 
additional acres of land had been 
purchased for the nuisance ground. 
Mr. Jesse stated thait the land on 
which the nuisance ground is now 
situated was too boggy to allow 
ditching and burying of refuse and 
it was hoped to procure a site out 
of town where proper ditching 


Hard-surfacing of the four main 
blocks could be done at a cost of 
75e n square yard, he said,- and 
crushed gravel for surfacing the 
remainder of the streets could be 
purchased at 40e a yard. Cost of 
transporting the gravel would be 
a big item, but it was hoped that 
some program of street improve¬ 
ment could be instituted this year. 

Fire and Police 

Presented by Councillor Clifford 
McAskile, the fire and police re¬ 
port showed that hose, nozzles, a 
tank, ladders, steel helmets, slick¬ 
ers, firemen's boots and oxygen 
masks had been purchased to im¬ 
prove the fire department and the 
fire underwriters have now placed 
Vulcan in a much more favorable 
category in regard to fire insur 
ante rates on dwellings. Additional 
Tire hydrants will be installed this 
year. The town now has a very 
efficient police department. 

Cemetery and Parks 

In his report. Councillor Law¬ 
rence Richardson said that in co¬ 
operation whh the Lions Club tree 
. planting snd other work is now 
being carried out a* tne cemetery 
and a great improvement is evi¬ 
dent. A caretaker is employed for 
three months every summer. 40 
acres oif land previously purchased 
for recreational purchase* was sold 
for $3,500 and 91 acres in a more 
suitable location was bought for 
$100 per acre, ter be developed for 
golf, baseball, etc.

The two-sheet rink is built’ in 
quom-.‘t style, with a two-storey 
structure at one end housing a 
coffee bar and waiting room on 
the first floor and a lounge on the 
second floor. The rimk is 176^eet 
long and 34 feet wide, covered 
with sheet aluminum. 

Glass partitions in both lower 


and upper roor|s allow spectators 
to watch gainei in progress. This 
part of the building is lined 
throughout with plywood and is 
very comfortable and well-planned 
Only one paid carpenter was em¬ 
ployed in the building of the rink, 
most of the work being done on 
a voluntary basis by the residents 
of the community. It took 12 
weeks of steady labor to complete 
the const ruction, but the Brant 

community now has a curling rink 


of which it uan be very proud and 
which is valued at $13,000.

$2,800 paid to the County for the 
construction of a second dam at 
the disposal area.
